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Officer could be sacked after pushing man while on duty

A POLICE officer based in 
Walsall is facing a misconduct 
hearing after being convicted 
of assaulting a member of the 
public following a fight in the 
town centre. 

Pc David Mitchison was on duty 
when he was called to deal with the 
fight involving two people outside 
the Tap and Tanner pub on Darwall 
Street. 

An onlooker approached the police officer, 
aged 48, and was said to have been pushed in 
the chest by Pc Mitchison. He fell to the floor 
and suffered a cut to the head, which needed 
stitches. 

The incident happened at around 6pm on 
March 9, 2014. 

In a court case at Birmingham Magistrates 
Court in March last year, Pc Mitchison was 
found guilty of assault and fined £400, ordered 
to pay a victim surcharge of £40 and costs of 
£300 and compensation of £200. 

He lost an appeal against his conviction in 
October last year, and was ordered to pay £533 
costs. 

However, Pc Mitchison is now facing a mis¬ 
conduct hearing, likely to last five days, start¬ 
ing tomorrow, Friday, in Birmingham. He 
could ultimately be sacked from the force. 

Warning 

Lee Page, spokesman for West Midlands Po¬ 
lice, said: “All options are open to the panel in 
terms of what to do with Pc Mitchison in line 
with the national guidelines.” 

These options include management advice, 
a written warning, a final written warning, a 
dismissal with notice or a dismissal without 
notice. 

The force declined to comment any further, 
insisting that all the details would come out 
during the course of the misconduct hearing 
itself. 

In a dismissal with notice, the people con¬ 
ducting the hearing, consisting of at least one 
senior West Midlands Police officer, will decide 
the notice period with a minimum of 28 days. 

In a final written warning, the officer is told 
that any further conduct may result in dis¬ 
missal, but that they right a right to appeal. 

In a listing for the hearing on the force’s web¬ 
site, it states: “Whilst on duty on the 9 March 
2014 PC Mitchison used excessive force on a 
member of the public during the policing of a 
public order incident. 

“Pc Mitchison was subsequently convicted 
for an offence of assault.”

Simon Pateman, from InkMe Studios in 
Cannock, said he thought the variety of styles 
was why people keep returning.

TWO new exhibitions have been 
launched at the New Art Gallery 
in Walsall. Exhibitions from Brit¬ 
ish painter Laura Lancaster and 
world-renowned Belgian painter and 
poet Jan Vanriet went on display on 
Friday and will be open to the public 
until May 8. 

Ms Lancaster’s display will bring 
together a wide range of her work 
including works on paper, a large 
24-piece installation and large-scale 
diptychs. She draws inspiration from 


forgotten and discarded photographs 
and home movies and recently has 
begun working with stills sourced 
from old film. 

Her diptychs feature images from 
the very first and last frames of home 
movies. 

Ms Lancaster, aged 36, and who 
lives in Newcastle-upon-Tyne, said 
of these: “My work is becoming more 
concerned with the construction of 
multiple images within one painting 
and the way in which their meaning 


can be manipulated.”Mr Vanriet’s ex¬ 
hibition entitled ‘The Music Boy’ will 
feature 30 oil paintings on canvas and 
is his first in the UK. 

It is named after a quadriptych, a 
painting divided into sections or pan¬ 
els, depicting his grandmother and 
uncle playing an accordion. 

His parents met in the Mauthausen 
concentration camp and their stories 
and memories of the Second World 
War and its aftermath permeate his 
paintings. 


Council bosses axe six 
potential traveller sites 


HALF a dozen sites which had been 
controversially earmarked to accom¬ 
modate travellers in Walsall are set 
to be scrapped by council bosses. 

Proposals to locate pitches at the old 
Darlaston Multi-Purpose Centre had 
caused uproar among campaigners with 
more than 2,600 signing a petition in op¬ 
position to it. 

Likewise around 250 people lobbied against 
the idea of having pitches at the former Royal 
British Legion Club at Broad Lane Gardens in 
Bloxwich. 

To their relief both sites have been deemed 
unsuitable by council officers, as have sites at 
Poplar Avenue, Churchill Road and two plots at 
Mill Street. 

Instead the council is proposing to develop 
15 extra pitches up until 2026 including 10 at 
Dolphin Close in Goscote, three at the back of 
homes on Foster Street in Blakenall and another 
two at an existing site in Willenhall Lane. 

Deputy leader Councillor Adrian Andrew, 
economy, infrastructure and development chief, 
said: “We have a duty to find sites that are legal 
pitches for gypsies and travellers. They are peo¬ 
ple and they need somewhere to live. 

Listened 

“Getting proper pitches is better than what 
has been happening in Walsall for the past year 
with all of the illegal and temporary encamp¬ 
ments. 

“Some of the sites identified by the Site Allo¬ 
cation Document, which was collated by officers 
and not by politicians, have clearly been deemed 
not to be suitable. Following a public consulta¬ 
tion we have listened and agreed with the public. 
Other sites have come forward which seem to be 
acceptable.” 

Councillor Doug James, who backed cam¬ 
paigners’ opposition to turning the centre into a 
traveller site, said: “People were on anti-depres¬ 
sants, had weeks of sleepless nights and consid¬ 
ered selling their houses. 

“Jobs and health were impacted on by the 
stress caused throughout the consultation. 

“No community should have this pressed on 
them by ineffective information from Walsall 
Council.” 

Travellers blighted the borough in 2015 
causing outrage among locals with illegal en¬ 
campments particularly at Barr Beacon nature 
reserve and the retail park next to Banks’s Sta¬ 
dium. More than £70,000 of taxpayers money 
was spent on clearing up after them in the last 
12 months.

Hundreds 
protest at 
plan to end 
free classes 

HUNDREDS of people have opposed 
controversial plans to scrap free fitness 
lessons in Walsall. 

A petition has been handed into the 
council by campaigners, who have chas¬ 
tised the consultation around the deci¬ 
sion as ‘fundamentally hawed’. The free 
fitness sessions will be scrapped by Wal¬ 
sall Council in a bid to save £260,000, 
under plans. Councillor Ian Robert¬ 
son, shadow cabinet member for public 
health, said the services would still be 
run - but only for those in serious need. 

A council report discussed last De¬ 
cember revealed bosses intend to pro¬ 
vide more online-based services to help 
people live healthier, meaning they will 
encourage people to look at other ways 
of getting healthy. 

More than 300 people signed the peti¬ 
tion asking for the plans to be rethought, 
which was delivered to a public health 
scrutiny meeting last week. The peti¬ 
tion, set up by service user Julie Hykin, 
also claims the council’s consultation 
process regarding the changes was ‘mis¬ 
leading’, ‘unclear’ and not made availa¬ 
ble for users who don’t speak English. 

Mrs Hykin said: “We want the council 
to rethink these plans, primarily because 
these services are well-used. We believe 
the consultation surrounding the pro¬ 
posals was fundamentally hawed.” 

It is estimated the consequences of 
physical inactivity in Walsall could cost 
the local economy £33 million per year 
through increased sickness absence, re¬ 
duced productivity and increased cost to 
individuals and their carers. 

Burglary nets 
huge gold haul 

BURGLARS took thousands of pounds 
worth of distinctive Asian jewellery 
from a house in Bloxwich. 

Thieves struck at the house in Ender- 
ley Drive and took necklaces, including 
a personalised one 
bearing the name 
Shannon, earrings, 
bracelets and a 
headpiece. 

West Midlands 
Police spokeswoman 
Deb Edmonds said: 

“The jewellery was 
stolen in a break-in 
on Enderley Drive, 

Bloxwich during the 
afternoon of January 24. 

“Its estimated value is in the thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

“We would encourage people to make 
sure your home is secure at all times 
using suitable window and door locks. 

“If you prefer to keep your jewellery at 
home, invest in a suitable safe that is in¬ 
stalled to manufacturer’s instructions.” 

Officers working as part of Operation 
Magpie, which monitors the activity 
around stolen property, are investigat¬ 
ing. 

As part of the operation, police look to 
locate items that have been stolen that 
might be sold on to pawnbrokers or sec¬ 
ond hand shops. 



Stolen jewellery 
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More train 
passengers 
satisfied 
by service 

RAIL companies operating out of the 
West Midlands are seeing more sat¬ 
isfied customers, a new survey has 
revealed. The latest Transport Focus 
survey revealed a rise in the percent¬ 
age of happy passengers using train 
services across the region. 

More than 28,000 passengers were 
asked about their main train service, 
which revealed overall satisfaction 
across the country had risen to 83 per 
cent by autumn last year. 

London Midland said it welcomed 
the survey’s findings after achieving 
satisfaction score of 86 per cent. 

Commercial director Richard 
Brooks said the company was also 
planning to invest £13 million over 
the next 18 months. 

He said: “This is a positive set of 
results for London Midland, which 
recognises our commitment to contin¬ 
ually improving the service we offer 
to customers and underlines the need 
for ongoing investment.” 

Passengers rated Chiltern Railways 
as the joint top franchise operated by 
the Depart for Transport, returning 
with 91 per cent satisfaction during 
autumn last year and 90 per cent in 
the spring. Virgin Trains from Lon¬ 
don to Wolverhampton and Shrews¬ 
bury varied from 85 per cent customer 
satisfaction last spring up to 91 per 
cent in the autumn. 

Cross Country trains travelling 
from Birmingham varied from a low 
of 79 per cent for the London Stansted 
service in spring last year to a high of 
96 per cent for the trip to Manchester 
during the same season.

A GROUP of Walsall students were 
given the lecture of a lifetime by one 
of world’s most celebrated scientists. 

Year eight pupils from Barr Beacon 
School, were honoured to be invited 
by the BBC to participate in a lecture 
given by Professor Stephen Hawking. 

The students were asked to take 
part in the event at the Reith Lec¬ 
tures in London after they responded 
to a call out for questions to ask Pro¬ 
fessor Hawking. 

BBC producers were so impressed 
with the questions that Barr Beacon 
pupils submitted that they invited 


them down to London to ask one of 
them in person. Barr Beacon was the 
only school to be invited - having 
school-age pupils at the Reith Lec¬ 
tures is virtually unheard of. 

The annual lectures held by the 
BBC, now in their 68th year, are 
named for the first director-general 
of the corporation and aim to advance 
public understanding about signif¬ 
icant contemporary issues. Pupils 
were present for two lectures, both 
delivered by Professor Hawking. 

Miss Harris and Dr Butterworth, 
the staff who attended the lecture 


with the pupils both confessed to 
being ‘starstruck’. 

Similarly, Aruniya Muraleedaran, 
who voiced the pupils’ question, said: 
“I could not quite believe that we 
were in a room with Stephen Hawk¬ 
ing.” 

The recording took place at the 
Royal Institution in South Kensing¬ 
ton, London. 

Also in the very selective audience 
was fellow scientist and comedian 
Dara O’Briain, politician Ed Miliband 
and Professor Richard Dawkins. 


Cerebral palsy girl, five, 
gets payout of millions 


A FIVE-year-old girl who was left 
with cerebral palsy after compli¬ 
cations during her birth at Walsall 
Manor is set to receive multi-million 
pound damages from the NHS. 

The youngster was delivered at the hos¬ 
pital in 2010 but suffered oxygen starva¬ 
tion, London’s High Court was told. 

Her brain was damaged and the girl is 
now unable to walk or talk and has to be fed 
through a tube. Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, 
which runs the hospital, this week agreed to a 
settlement of the case, which guarantees her a 
big payout. Whilst continuing to deny blame, 
the trust agreed to compensate her on the basis 
of 50 per cent of the full value of her claim. 

There would have been an ‘uncertain out¬ 
come’ if the case had gone to trial and it would 
have been a ‘high risk’ for both sides, said the 
judge Mrs Justice Whipple. 

She said that the girl’s case ‘hinged on being 
able to show that delivery should have been 
achieved earlier than it was’. She could have 
emerged from a trial ‘with an empty hand’, 
making a settlement a better option. 

Closure 

Mrs Justice Whipple approved the ‘reasona¬ 
ble compromise’ and said the damages the girl 
will received will be ‘substantial’. She thanked 
the girl’s parents, siblings and wider family ‘for 
the care and love they have undoubtedly given’ 
to her since she was born. She added: “I hope 
today’s approval will bring some closure to 
events of the past and leave her and her family 
positive about the future.” 

An interim payment of £50,000 will be paid 
immediately to tide the girl over until a final 
assessment of her damages. That will happen 
at a later hearing once the full extent of her 
long-term needs is known. Speaking after the 
hearing, her barrister Simeon Maskrey QC 
confirmed that, even after a 50 per cent reduc¬ 
tion, her award will run into millions. 

Mr Amir Khan, Medical Director at Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust, said: “The trust is 
sorry for the injuries that this child suffered 
at the time of her birth in 2010 and has co-op¬ 
erated fully with the subsequent investigation 
into the circumstances of this case. The trust 
and the child’s advisers obtained advice from 
independent experts who reached differing 
opinions as to the standard of care received. 

“Those differences aside, both parties have 
been able to reach an agreement.”

It began in the 1950s when we kids 
suddenly discovered that no game of 
cowboys and Indians in a freezing street 
was half as good as the Cisco Kid on a 
nine-inch Pye in a warm lounge. The TV 
revolution entered its demise this week 
with the report that internet-savvy kids 
are no longer watching much telly. The TV 
companies, while putting a brave face on 
it, must be absolutely terrified. 

EMMA Reynolds, Wolverhampton MP

A LIBRARY facing closure has been 
handed a lifeline by a school.

I understand the 
council has to make cuts, so we are 
trying to make something happen to 
ensure people don’t lose access to a 
library service. 

“I am confident we could make it 
work at Beacon Primary School.” 

The school has worked with local 
councillor Adam Hicken to create the 
proposals.

Action call as empty 
salon infested by flies

A CLOSED hairdressers has sparked 
concern from community leaders af¬ 
ter becoming infested with hundreds 
of flies. 

Environmental health officers have been 
called to take action over the former busi¬ 
ness in Market Place, Willenhall. 

The hairdressers, which was called Chic Hair & 
Beauty Salon, was closed about five months ago. 

But since then the windows have been smashed 
with rubbish left inside. 

Willenhall South Councillor Sean Coughlan 
said he was concerned about the impact of the 
derelict building on the town. 

He said: “The shop has been empty for about 
five months and has now been brought to my at¬ 
tention. 

“Most people were expecting the turnover of 
business to be quite quick and for someone to be 
using the building by now. 

“It started going on for a long time and eventu¬ 
ally one of the windows was broken and then we 
started getting complaints. 

“Despite it being winter time people started 
noticing flies appearing.” 

Removed 

Councillor Coughlan said he had been assured 
by the council’s environmental health team that 
rubbish was removed in November, with further 
plans to clean up the whole place ready for a new 
business. 

He said: “That was never done so I was asked 
to get involved again because the shop next door, 
which sells sweets, starting noticing flies on her 
windows. 

“The shop on the other side, which does 
everything from selling bulbs to getting keys cut, 
also started having problems. 

“Again I was assured someone would come out 
and again nothing happened. 

“The final straw was when the market traders 
took me to one side and showed me the state of 
the shop now. 

“It is covered in hundreds of flies and it’s got 
to the stage now where it is dragging down the 
whole town. 

“We are supposed to be supporting the regen¬ 
eration of Willenhall so this sort of thing is not 
good.” 

David Elrington, environmental health man¬ 
ager at Walsall Council, said environmental 
health officers were aware of the problem and in 
discussions with the owners of the property. 

He said: “Officers will advise them on an ap¬ 
propriate treatment and clearance plan as a way 
forward.”

New home 
numbers 
on the rise 
says report 

THE number of new homes being reg¬ 
istered across the UK hit its highest 
levels since 2007 last year, according 
to an industry body. The number reg¬ 
istered in the West Midlands was up 
nine per cent at 13,478. 

According to the National House 
Building Council, the number of de¬ 
tached homes registered over the past 
12 months reached its highest levels 
in more than a decade, while the num¬ 
ber of semi-detached homes registered 
in 2015 was the highest in more than 
20 years. 

A total of 156,140 new homes were 
registered in 2015, marking a seven 
per cent increase on 2014 as well as 
an eight-year high. 

While the 2015 annual total is still 
well below the 199,177 new-build 
homes registered in 2007, it is 75 
per cent higher than the 88,993 new 
homes registered during in 2009. 

The NHBC registration figures are 
taken from builders who are respon¬ 
sible for around 80 per cent of homes 
constructed in the UK. 

The NHBC said that 42,173 de¬ 
tached homes were registered during 
2015, while 35,423 semi-detached 
homes were also registered. 

The proportion of detached and 
semi-detached new-build homes 
being registered has been growing in 
recent years, while the proportion of 
new flats being registered has been 
shrinking. 

Nine out of 12 UK regions, in¬ 
cluding the West Midlands, recorded 
annual growth in the number of new- 
build homes being registered.

FEATHERS flew when police saw two 
pigeon thieves fleeing from the scene 
of their crime in the early hours.

The officers gave chase but only 
caught one of them, 32-year-old Paul 
Dunn. He had stolen 40 homing birds 
from sheds in the garden of a Willen- 
hall home. The other culprit has not 
been traced. 

Father-of-one Dunn, of Ryecroft, 
Walsall, had also stolen the gold bike 
he was riding from the address. 

He admitted burglary and was sen¬ 
tenced to nine months in jail. 

Mr lies said: “Unfortunately one of 
the pigeons was run over and killed 
after escaping from the pillow case. 
Others returned to their loft but sev¬ 
eral are still missing. 

“Twenty birds remained in the pil¬ 
low cases from which they were col¬ 
lected by the police.” 

Father-of-one Dunn had several 
previous convictions for burglary. 

Mr Benjamin Close, defending, 
said: “He feels that he has turned a 
bit of a corner in his life which is why 
he is so unhappy at having committed 
this offence.”

Willenhall North ward councillor 
Ian Shires said residents had ap¬ 
proached him regarding a pedestrian 
crossing in Wesley Road.

Parents jailed over 
abuse to young son 


A MOTHER and father have been 
jailed after their young son suffered 
horrific abuse at their home. 

The boy, now aged three, suffered frac¬ 
tures to his skull, arm and shin and also 
had extensive bruising to his face, arm 
and leg. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court, judge 
James Burbidge told the pair from Walsall, 
who cannot be named, they had ‘abused their 
position as parents’. 

The father was jailed for 20 months while the 
mother was sentenced to 14 months. 

The court heard how the abuse had started 
when the child was just nine months old. Judge 
Burbidge said the boy had been subjected to se¬ 
rious abuse on at least four occasions. 

The boy’s father, who is 24, was last month 
found guilty of three counts of causing or al¬ 
lowing serious harm to come to a child follow¬ 
ing a trial. He had earlier pleaded guilty to one 
charge of cruelty to a person under the age of 
15. 

The child’s mother, 23, was found guilty of 
one count of causing or allowing serious harm 
to a child, having earlier pleaded guilty to two 
counts. 

Damage 

She also previously pleaded guilty to one 
count of cruelty to a person under the age of 15. 

It is thought the boy will not suffer any last¬ 
ing damage and is now at a safe foster home. 

During the trial, the court heard how the 
child’s father had told his partner to slap her 
son ‘until it works’, before the boy suffered a 
fractured skull and severe bruising. 

The court also heard that social services 
were first alerted to the three-year-old’s inju¬ 
ries when the mother had dropped one of them 
off at nursery. Staff had claimed the mother 
had tried to conceal facial injuries with a hat 
and clothing. 

The father had admitted that he had lost 
his temper and slapped the child three times, 
causing bruising to his legs, but denied causing 
further injuries. 

Judge Burbidge said both had failed their 
son. But he said he believed the couple were 
‘inadequate parents’ rather than ‘evil parents’. 

“He was a young child, a baby really, and he 
should have been nurtured by both of you and 
cared for appropriately. 

“Both abused your position as parents,” he 
said.

Retirement base 
plans supported

build a three-storey building for re¬ 
tirement living housing. 

Under the plans the building will 
comprise 35 flats and ancillary accom¬ 
modation. The flats will be split into 
20 one beds and 15 two beds. The site 
used to be home to Millington York 
printing works, comprising a three 
storey building on the site frontage, a 
large industrial building on the rear 
eastern boundary and single storey 
buildings along the north-western 
boundary. Planning officers have rec¬ 
ommended that the plans be approved 
subject to a Section 106 agreement.

Welcome to hell - my 
Auschwitz memories 



One woman recounts her ex¬ 
periences of Nazi cruelty after 
living with horrors of the Holo¬ 
caust for more than 70 years 


WHEN 12-year-old Mindu Hornick 
was greeted at Auschwitz by corps¬ 
es, starving prisoners and the smell 
of burning bodies, she thought she 
had entered hell itself. 

Leaving her happy childhood behind, 
Mindu, along with her mother, sister and 
two brothers, was rounded up and taken 
to the concentration camp by the Nazis. 

While she and her sister Eva, then aged 
14, would survive - Mindu, who now lives in 
Edgbaston, Birmingham, would never see her 
mother and brothers again. 

Speaking at Joseph Leckie Academy in Wal¬ 
sall, Mindu, now aged 86, told pupils of her 
haunting experience. “As soon as I was admit¬ 
ted to the main camp the sight that greeted us 
will stay with me for the rest of my life,” she 
said. “There were corpses everywhere, ema¬ 
ciated people in striped uniforms wandering 
around aimlessly. The smell from the burning 
crematorium, the dead all around us. 

Painful 

“The entire area was enclosed by electrified 
barbed wire fence. We thought we had entered 
hell. The realisation we would not see our 
mother and little brothers again is too painful 
to describe.” Mindu explained how she became 
‘less than human’ as she was marched off to 
be prepared for almost inevitable murder. “We 
were stripped naked, our hair was shaven and 
we were tattooed with a number,” she said. 

“From then on we had no name. We were 
given a dress and clothes but no underwear. 
The sleeping quarters already held one thou¬ 
sand women. The beds were three tier and 
slept eight people. 

“But that night they were all occupied. We 
had no choice to sit all night on the stone 
floor. We had no water to wash or drink. No 
sanitation. There were all kinds of diseases 


including an epidemic of typhoid.” Mindu had 
enjoyed a happy childhood in a small town in 
Czechoslovakia with her family until her fa¬ 
ther was drafted to dig trenches for the Ger¬ 
man army in 1941. After one visit she never 
saw him again. Then a year later her family, 
with other Jewish members of the community, 
were rounded up, loaded into lorries before 
being packed into cattle carriages on a train to 
Auschwitz-Birkenau. 

Mindu, now a grandmother of two, explained 
how upon arrival Jews were either sent left to 
be put in the main camp where they may be 
put to work, or to the right where they would 
be immediately killed. 

The latter was the fate which befell her 
mother, but before that a Polish officer had 
convinced her to send her two daughters 
ahead and instructed Mindu and Eva to lie 
about their age claiming they were 17 and 19. 


Ultimately it saved their lives. After several 
months Mindu and Eva were transported to 
an underground ammunition factory in the 
woodlands. Whilst there they were exposed to 
dangerous working conditions having to pour 
boiling hot gun solution into containers with 
no protective clothing, which left many women 
with perforated lungs. But at least it was not 
a death camp. 

And they did not have to endure the hellish 
daily roll calls which Mindu described as the 
‘selection to live or die’. In May 1945 they were 
loaded onto a passenger train with their Nazi 
officers not knowing whether their next desti¬ 
nation would be their last. 

But Allied troops bombed the train unaware 
that Jewish slaves were on board. Half of the 
women being transported were killed in the 
attack a day before liberation. In the immedi¬ 
ate aftermath of the Second World War Mindu 


and her sister returned to Prague in desperate 
hope to locate other survivors. 

But in 1948 she was forced to flee during the 
Soviet occupation which is when she came to 
Birmingham to live with an aunt and uncle. 

When asked by students how she survived 
Aushwitz Mindu’s simple reply was ‘sheer 
luck’. Two years ago Mindu returned to the 
concentration camp. She said it stirred up 
‘terrible’ feelings but the visit ultimately gave 
her a semblance of closure. “It was a stark re¬ 
minder of what happened to me there all those 
years ago,” she said. 

Mindu added: “When I was younger I didn’t 
think about the experience a lot but as I got 
older time makes them memories come back. 
Survivors like me tell their personal stories in 
hope that the people who hear them remember 
and do not stand by in the face of injustice in 
the future.”

Beechdale has 
been neglected by the local authority, 
the majority of residents want to live 
in a community that can provide the 
facilities anyone would expect.

£5k penalty 
for bakery 
over mice 
droppings 


A BAKERY which showed a ‘disregard for 
public safety’ and was temporarily closed af¬ 
ter mouse droppings were found on site has 
been ordered to pay more than £5,000. 

Polish bakery Mazowsze, on Bloxwich Lane Indus¬ 
trial Estate, Walsall, was forced to close last Febru¬ 
ary after the rodent droppings were found through¬ 


out the premises. 

As well as finding fae¬ 
ces on floors, pallets and 
racking, an environmen¬ 
tal health inspection re¬ 
vealed a failure to protect 
food against contamination 
which was likely to render 
the food unfit for human 
consumption. 

Protect 

The company admitted 
two offences and was sub¬ 
sequently fined £2,500 for 
failure to keep the premises 
clean, £2,000 for failure to 
protect food from contam¬ 
ination and also ordered to 
pay £1,258.74 costs, with a 
victim surcharge of £20. 

David Elrington environ¬ 
mental health manager, 
said: “This kind of disregard 
for public safety will not be 
tolerated.” 

Mazowsze started in 
2006 and a description of

the company on its website 
reads: “Listening to the ex¬ 
pectations of our customers, 
we strive to meet their ex¬ 
pectations in terms of both 
taste and health.

Mother Sam, aged 30, who helps 
run the family plastering business 
with her husband, said: “Oliver is 
such a resilient little boy who has gone 
through such a lot already. Through¬ 
out everything he’s remained strong 
and happy. 

“He hasn’t stopped smiling since 
last week when his special boots were 
no longer needed. We’re just so proud

Boating pool to be filled 
in due to cleaning costs

A BOATING lake at Chase- 
water, near Brownhills, which 
was drained for cleaning will 
be filled in permanently be¬ 
cause it is too expensive to 
clean the duck poo out. 

Ducks ended up settling at the 
pool next to the Innovation Cen¬ 
tre after visitors were stopped 
feeding them near the edge of the 
reservoir. 

But as a result, the ducks’ poo 
built up in the lake, raising fears it 
was damaging protected plant life in 
the connecting reservoir and it was 
drained. Now council bosses have said 
the pool, which once featured an is¬ 
land, will be filled in. 

Councillor Mark Winnington, envi¬ 
ronment chief at Staffordshire County 
Council which owns Chasewater, said: 
“When the county council took over 
the management of Chasewater in 
2014 we found two problems with the 
model boating pool. 

Important 

“One was that the valve which 
released water from the pool into 
Chasewater Reservoir was broken. 
The second was that because people 
were regularly feeding the ducks they 
had settled there and as there was 
no water flow the lake was silting up 
quite heavily. 

“Chasewater Reservoir is desig¬ 
nated as a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest because it has some nation¬ 
ally important features, including its 
aquatic plants, which we have a duty 
to preserve. Those plants thrive in cer¬ 
tain conditions found in Chasewater 
Reservoir. So even if we repaired the 
valve, periodic heavy discharges of the 
silt could change the environment and 
damage the plants.” 

The county council drained the pool 
to clean it out but stated it would be 
to costly to do the same on a regular 
basis. 

Lichfield District Council has 


granted permission for the lake, which 
was also used for canoeing, to be filled 
in, grassed and landscaped. 

Ideas as to what to do with it are 
now being touted with one proposal to 
create a ‘fitness trail’ being discussed. 

Councillor Winnington added: “In 
the end we had to drain the pool and 


dig out the silt. Burntwood and Nor¬ 
ton Canes parish councils support the 
plan, county councillors Sue Wood¬ 
ward and Jeff Sheriff are contributing 
towards the work from their ‘local 
fund’ and we are looking at options for 
the site, including, perhaps, some sort 
of ‘fitness trail’.”

Austin carriage revs back into 
Maurice's life half a century on 


LITTLE could the young Maurice 
Oakley have known when he put 
the finishing touches to repairs to a 
bashed up 1911 Austin town carriage 
in May 1963 that he would get to see 
it again more than 50 years on. 

Mind you, he could not have known ei¬ 
ther that a photograph showing him and 
his colleague Ron Hadley, who is on the 
left, working on the vehicle at Brade-Leigh 
Products at Great Bridge would re-emerge 
all those years later too. 

“I couldn’t believe it,” said Mr Oakley, of 
Hamstead, Road, Great Barr. He remembers the 
repair job well. I was 23 then, and it had been 
in a smash, and came into Brade-Leigh Products 
to be repaired. It belonged to Longbridge [the 
Austin Motor Co], and was being transported 
from Longbridge, going to a show or something

like that, and was on a low loader or a mid low 
loader. What I remember is that it went under a 
low bridge and it smashed the top over. 

“It was hit at the top of the roof above the 
driver and it buckled part of the roof. One or 
both doors had to be repaired. 

“I had to replace some broken and damaged 
timbers. I was a commercial body builder.” 

Mr Oakley, who lived in those days in Dudley 
Street, West Bromwich, and earned 6s 2d a week 
as a coach builder, recalls of the vehicle: “It’s like 
what you would see on Downton Abbey, in which 
the posh lady went to town with the driver.” 

Not long ago he got to wondering what had 
become of the vehicle, and with a bit of searching 
on the internet tracked it down to the Heritage 
Motor Centre at Gaydon, Warwickshire, where it 


is part of the museum collection. “It was hard to 
believe. My daughter got a number for Gaydon. 
I rang them up. There’s a curator there, Steve 
Laing, and I was telling him about the car. He 
didn’t know it had been in a smash in 1963 and 
looked all through his records and couldn’t find 
anything about this car being damaged. 

“He asked if there was any chance of me com¬ 
ing down and bringing any photos and literature, 
and that we could have a chat, which I did, about 
a month ago. 

Mr Oakley was able to run his expert eye over 
the vehicle with which he had such a personal 
association. “It was very strange standing there. 
You can see part of it where it could have been 
worked on again to bring it up to scratch. I think 
they will probably leave it as it is rather than 
start disturbing things.” 

Mr Oakley, often known by his colleagues by 
the nickname ‘Mossa’, says he would love to hear 
from anybody he used to work with all those 
years ago. Mr Oakley is on 0121 358 1961.

I t could be a case for Mulder and 
Scully - whatever happened to the 
top-rated sci-fi series and its 
characters when it went off air for 14 
years? Thankfully, we’re about to find 
out because The X-Files is back. 

Even the most die-hard of fans (and

Doctor Who made a triumphant 
return, nine years after he last 
featured in the lacklustre 1996 film, 
while Twin Peaks is set to appear on 
our screens in 2017 following a 
26-year hiatus. 

Both David Duchovny and Gillian 
Anderson have agreed to reprise their 
roles as FBI agents Fox Mulder and 
Dana Scully - it just wouldn’t have 
been the same without them. 

Both stars have enjoyed success in 
various projects following the end of 


the original series, with Anderson 
particularly familiar to UK viewers 
thanks to her appearance on TV in 
the likes of The Fall, Great 
Expectations, The Crimson Petal and 
the White, and the recent adaptation 
of War and Peace. 

They will be joined by various other 
original run alumni, including Mitch 
Pileggi as the FBI’s assistance 
director Walter Skinner, and William B 
Davis, who plays the enigmatic 
Smoking Man. 

What surprised many is that 
Channel 5 outbid other broadcasters 
to grab the right to show the six-part 
run. “Securing the UK premiere of the 
hugely anticipated return of The 
X-Files is a major coup for the 
channel and will create one of the 
television events of 2016,” said Ben 
Frow, director of programmes at 
Channel 5. ‘This acquisition 
underlines our ambition to deliver a 
diverse slate of brilliant, must-see 
programming on Channel 5.” 

So far, feedback has been very 
good. Okay, so some critics have 
been unkind, but fans - and they are 
the ones who are important here - 


have given it an overwhelming 
thumbs-up. 

What’s more, the first episode 
features a recap that will be invaluable 
to casual viewers, or those who didn’t 
watch the original run or either of its 
spin-off movies. After that, it’s the 
monster-of-the-week approach that 
takes centre stage as Mulder and 
Scully get to grips with more intrigue 
and conspiracy. 

When we meet them again, the duo 
have been living separate lives for 
years - she at a medical practice, him 
ploughing his own furrow. They are 
brought back together by a cable TV 
host who wants them to help him 
expose a sinister organisation he 
believes has the power to control the 
American public. 

Channel 5 is also broadcasting The 
X-Files: Reopened immediately before 
the first edition, enabling fans to see 
behind-the-scenes footage of 
Duchovny and Anderson in action with 
the show’s creator, Chris Carter. 

Will the programme’s return whet 
our appetite for more? Probably - the 
question is, will it ever be sated?

Restaurant in a canalside setting

Forget new flavour of Pringles this is 
something to really get excited about 


I GET excited very easily. I get ex¬ 
cited when a new flavour of Prin¬ 
gles is unveiled 

But when I found out that there is an 
Italian restaurant within walking distance 
of my flat - a long walk, admittedly - I got 
very excited. Taxi, take me to Fiume! 

Fiume is in a lovely little spot. A canal- 
side restaurant in Compton spread over two 
floors. It’s clean, bright, in a location that 
cries out for summer lunches in the sun, 
and staffed by an attentive team who make 
a fuss of you as soon as you arrive. 

Your meal is soundtracked by a mixture 
of opera and mambo, set at a volume that 
does not intrude but instead actually rather 
soothes. So all we need now is some decent 
nosh and it is, as the saying goes, all gravy. 
Not literally all gravy, that would be a bit 
boring. 

I must confess that I had decided that I

liked Fiume even before I arrived. I abso¬ 
lutely adore Italian grub at any time, I’d 
live on it if I could, and when you have two 
of my favourite things - seafood and calzone 
pizzas - combined and thrown into the mix, 
then really, you’re onto a winner. 

Portions 

Even better, they do something that I 
love in my Italians - they offer starter-sized 
portions of pasta to get the ball rolling, 
meaning you can, in theory, do pasta and 
pizza together and still come away not feel¬ 
ing like the Goodyear airship. 

So that is what I resolved to do, go for the 
diddy-sized (although there was nothing es¬ 
pecially diddy about it) spaghetti carbonara, 
and then that calzone. Elsewhere in the 
table, my fellow diners, codenames ‘Mum’ 


and ‘Dad’, went for crespella di funghi, Ital¬ 
ian crepe stuffed with mushrooms, followed 
by polio saltimbocca, chicken wrapped in 
parma ham with mash, and calamari fol¬ 
lowed by linguine with a duck ragu, respec¬ 
tively. 

I’m not one for competitive eating, but I 
like to think that I ‘won’ this meal. It really 
was a rip-snorter. Spaghetti carbonara is a 
dish that can often go wrong - it can be too 
creamy, it can be too eggy, it can contain 
ropey ham, all factors which can ruin what 
should be an indulgent dish. 

No such worries at Fiume. Chunky pan- 
cetta, tart parmesan, just the right amount 
of creaminess and egginess. 

The calzone did exactly what I expected 
of it. I believe I spotted prawn, squid and oc¬ 
topus in there. It was terrific fun to wrestle 
with. Elsewhere on the table my father pro¬ 
nounced himself thrilled with the calamari, 


which came in a monster portion of great 
big rubbery rings and looked great, but 
seemed merely satisfied with his pasta - I 
didn’t grill him on it excessively because he 
took about half an hour to polish it off and 
to ask him to talk would have exacerbated 
this process. 

Delightful 

Mother, meanwhile, seemed more than 
happy with both starter and main. A couple 
of coffees for the parents while I polished off 
another bottle of beer, and an entirely de¬ 
lightful eat-up was in the bag for £74, which 
is not too shabby. 

Fiume really have got everything right 
- the attractive location, the attention lev¬ 
els of the staff, which is warm and just the 
right amount of fussy, and a menu that of¬ 
fers a wide choice. 

I’d go back there in a heartbeat.

Car manufacturers make a fairly big song 
and dance of claiming how they take notice 
of what buyers of their cars want when they 
upgrade. They canvass brand loyalty custom¬ 
ers and trumpet their findings. And generally 
they do incorporate major concerns which 
they see as an improvement to their products 
- obviously taking into account cost. 

Toyota go one further and not only talk to buyers 
who have crossed the threshold of their showrooms 
but also drivers of other cars as well. The Japanese 
firm did this with the latest Avensis and appear to 
have listened well and used the information to make 
what was a good product even better. 

And what is good news for the UK is the car is made at 
Toyota’s long-established plant near Derby - as have more 
than 1,711 Avensis across four generations that have ap¬ 
peared on European roads since the original was launched 
in late 1997. Plus the car was designed and engineered at 
Toyota’s European development centre. Japanese by name 
but not by nature. 

This latest version saw a new style, new engines and 
some pretty innovative technology. Toyota has always been 
know for quality, durability and reliability and that has been 
continued and further improved upon. 

Avensis has appealed to both private and the fleet/busi¬ 
ness market but the latter has always taken the lion’s share. 
Both revealed they wanted prestige, luxury and elegance 
and they have certainly got it. Saloon and tourer were tar- 
getted with five main areas of improvement: 

• Styling 

• Sensory quality and comfort 

• Safety 

• Equipment and value for money 

• Driving pleasure and running costs 

Avensis has two diesel engines at the heart of its range: 
a 1.6 unit and a 2.0-litre. I drove the 2.0 litre Tourer which, if 
your are a business user, produces 124g/km giving an initial 
22 per cent BiK rate. You also get more than 68mpg in an ex¬ 
tra urban driving cycle according to claimed figures by Toyo¬ 
ta. I didn’t quite achieve that. But on one of my regular visits 
north of the border I did get fairly close. Not to be sniffed at 
in a 408 mile journey combining motorways (and hold-ups), 
city and rural driving. It positively soaked up the motorway 
driving with little cabin noise intrusion and a smooth ride, as 
indeed it was on the winding country roads. 

Quality 

Inside the cabin is well laid out and high quality with very 
comfortable seats and an excellent smart driver’s informa¬ 
tion display and media system. I know some people sneer 
at this but there are also plenty of cubbyholes and decent 
sized glovebox - I despair at some of the totally useless 
‘slots’ left in some cars. Better to do away with the glovebox 
altogether. And joy of joys, a space saver tyre! 

Active and Excel grades mark the entry point and top of 
the range with Business Edition and Business Edition Plus 
versions at the heart of the line-up. Across the board, spec¬ 
ifications secure high levels of safety, comfort and conveni¬ 
ence, not least with the standard provision of Toyota Safety 
Sense integrated active safety features on all models. 

Key features of the Active grade include Pre-Crash Safety 
system with Autonomous Emergency Braking, cruise con¬ 
trol, air conditioning, six-speaker CD/radio audio, Bluetooth, 
auto-dimming rear-view mirror, LED rear and daytime run¬ 
ning lights and power windows. 

Business Edition adds to this strong foundation with the 
Toyota Touch 2 with Go touchscreen multimedia and nav¬ 
igation system, digital/DAB audio package with eight-inch 
display, reversing camera, front fog lights, rain-sensing wip¬ 
ers, dusk-sensing headlights, automatic air conditioning, 
17-inch alloy wheels and part-Alcantara seat upholstery. The 
active safety features extend to Automatic High Beam, Lane 
Departure Warning and Road Sign Assist. 

Business Edition Plus delivers further premium features 
including leather upholstery with Alcantara inserts, front fog 
lights with a cornering function, LED headlamps, smart entry 
and rear privacy glass. The LED daytime running lights gain 
light guides, creating a distinctive lighting signature. 

At the top of the range, Excel grade adopts Toyota Touch 
2 with Go Plus, adding more sophisticated navigation func¬ 
tions and access to additional connected services. The 
specification also embraces a 10-speaker audio system, full 
leather seat upholstery, electrically adjustable front seats 
with heaters and adaptive headlights that adjust automati¬ 
cally to improve illumination through bends and turns. The 
Excel Touring Sports gains a panoramic roof. And that was 
lovely for letting plenty of light in and making the cabin ap¬ 
pear even more spacious.

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Smooth cat 
is stylish, 
sleek and 
fuel-efficient

It’s a challenge to design a ‘clean sheet’ new 
car that is better than its predecessor but still 
screams out the heritage and core values of 
its makers. 

But that is the new Jaguar XF - sleek and sporty 
style that couldn’t really be anything else but a ‘Big 
Cat’ with more than a hint of its flagship big brother, 
the XJ. 

Yet it isn’t all about show or brand identity, as under the 
skin it is entirely new, packed with the latest technology to 
make it a daunting prospect for its premium brand German 
rivals. The new XF has grace and pace: coupe looks but 
with a bigger, more luxurious interior with the latest in high 
tech toys to keep you entertained and in touch. 

It is based around the latest Wolverhampton-built Inge- 
nium turbo diesel engine which produces plenty of power 
while significantly cutting fuel consumption and C02 emis¬ 
sions, potentially saving its owners thousands of pounds in 
VED and benefit-in-kind tax. 

With new, slippier aerodynamics and aluminium architec¬ 
ture replacing the old steel construction - the XF has shed 
some 190kgs - the figures are impressive. With the lowest 
powered (163PS) engine and manual gearbox they are 
more than 70mpg and a mere 104g’km - much more super¬ 
mini territory than executive express. Even the 180PS option 
with eight speed auto transmission the figures are an aver¬ 
age 65.7mpg and a lowly 114g’/km. Those compare with 
129g/km for the old car, so the tax advantages are obvious. 

With competitive insurance ratings and new measures to 
cut the cost of repairs, the XF now goes to the top of its 
class when it comes to benefit in kind tax, residual values 
and whole life costs. 

I love design when form and function come together in 
perfect harmony. While the new XF has much more sporting 
lines, that’s true of its behaviour, too. 

Weight 

The basis of its improved dynamics start with its lighter 
weight of its aluminium structure, which is also 25 per cent 
stiffer so that steering and suspension work to the optimum. 

Plus it’s slightly shorter - not by much, admittedly - but 
that’s combined with a longer wheelbase and significantly 
shorter front overhang. While that helps to improve han¬ 
dling, and enhancing the XF’s coupe-like good looks, it also 
allowed the engineers to build a car with more generous 
levels of head, knee and legroom for rear seat passengers. 

At the same time, they have endowed the braking system 
with more pedal feel for the driver, and upgraded the sus¬ 
pension system. 

The range starts at £32,300 for the 163PS manual, while 
the extra power of the 180PS engine starts costs £500 extra, 
model for model. 

For those who want even more go there are two V6 range 
toppers - a 300PS turbo diesel and a 380PS petrol, both 
of which only come with the ZF eight-speed auto gearbox. 

The test car was the 180PS automatic in top specification 
Portfolio trim, which comes in at £39,050. 

From the moment you sit down in the big soft leather 
seats it feels every inch a Jaguar. You’re surrounded by soft, 
stitched leather and wood venees, chrome switch gear and 
a simplified cockpit layout thanks to central colour touch¬ 
screen and digital instrument display. 

It pulls away smoothly and in virtual silence, but once 
you reach the open road you get some measure of the XF’s 
pace. It’s 180 horses isn’t massively powerful by executive 
car standards, but you have to factor in its light weight to get 
some measure of how the car performs. 

The Portfolio spec car is packed with the latest safety 
equipment including stability and traction control, hill start 
assist, autonomous emergency braking, trailer stability con¬ 
trol, rear parking sensors, brake pad wear warning and mul¬ 
tiple airbags. Climate control, electric windows and a sur¬ 
round sound stereo system add to the standard package. 

It also has Jaguar’s latest ‘InControl’ touch screen naviga¬ 
tion system with Wifi. Imagine, for example, you’re heading 
for an appointment in a strange city - the system will given 
you a choice of potential parking spots in the vicinity and, 
once parked, switches seamlessly to your smartphone to 
guide you to your final destination. 

The Jaguar’s digital instruments are extremely clear and 
easy to read in all lights, but I confess I find myself increas¬ 
ingly seduced by the ‘head up display’ in cars. Jaguar 
charges an extra £1,220 for its laser-operated ‘HUD’ but for 
me it’s money well spent. Having your actual speed, the cur¬ 
rent speed limit and block diagrams of the next junction dis¬ 
played in clear symbols in front of you is a really boost for 
safety and convenience when navigating unfamiliar territory. 

The new XF is arguably one of the most sleek and stylish 
or the executive saloons. With the major changes under the 
skin, it’s also now one of the most cost-efficient of the breed, 
too.

There may not have been much be¬ 
tween Reading and Walsall in this FA 
Cup fourth-round clash - but there 
was still enough to see the Royals to a 
convincing 4-0 victory 

Right up until the 37th minute - when Hal 
Robson-Kanu put the hosts ahead - Walsall were 
more than a match for their more illustrious op¬ 
ponents. 

After a somewhat slowish start, Sean O’Dri- 
scoll’s side grew in stature and were unlucky not 
to the take lead when Tom Bradshaw’s deflected 
strike beat Ali Al-Habsi only to roll agonisingly 
past the post.
